Resolution No. 12025/12/2005-SCD (RL) dated 15th 
November, 2006 the Goverronent of India had resolved to 
constitute a National Commission under a retired Judge of 
the Supreme Coiut to examine the ^sue arising out of the 
Judgment of the Supreme Court relating to sub- 
categori 2 ation of Scheduled Castes in Andhra Pradesh 
into four groups for the purpose of reservation, in all its

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aspects and consequently the said Resolution No. 12025/ 
12/2005-SCD (RL) dated 15th November, 2006 was 
published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary, Part I, 
Section 1 on 16th November, 2006; 

2 [ And, whereas the Government of India is facing 
certain idifFicuIty in appointing the Chairperson to the head 
ofthe said Commission. fx 

3. Now, therefore, Government of India has decided 
to amend paragraphs 3 and 6 of the said resolution for 
enlarging the scope of appointment and pay and 
entitlements of the Chairperson in the said Commission. 
Now, following amended paragraphs may be substituted 
in the para 3 and 6 of the said Resolution. 

“Paragraph 3. Now, therefore, the Government of 
India has resolved to constitute a National 
Commission and the Chairperson may be from 
amongst retired Chief Justice of India, Chief Justice 
of High Court, retired Judge of Supreme Court, retired 
judge of High Court, or any other person of eminence 


with understanding of the subject to exapiine the 
issue arising out of the Judgment of the Supreme 
Court relating to sub-categorization of Scheduled 
Castes in Andhra Pradesh into four groups for the 
purpose of reservation, in all its aspects. 

Paragraph 6. The terms and conditions of re- 
employed retired Chief Justice of India, Chief Justice 
of a High Court, retired Judge of Supreme Court, 
retired Judge of a High Court may continue to be 
regulated in accordance with Office memorandum 
No. 19048/7/80-E.IV, dated 08-10-1987 of the Ministry 
of Finance, Department of Expenditure, as amended. 
However, when any other person of eminence with 
understanding of the subject is appointed as 
Chairperson ofthe said Commission, and all inclusive 
honorarium of Rs. 45,000/-per month be paid besides 
entitlement of telephone, house rent, traveling 
allow'ance and medical facilities as admissible to a 
Secretary to Government of India.”
